A step further towards Premium Bonds 
was made this afternoon, for Mr. Bonar 
Law told Mr. Bottomley that the report 
of the Committee set up to inguire into the 
question during the late Parliament would 
be issued again shortly, and then the 
Government would give a ddy for dis- 
cussion, and the House would be left free 
to vote on the question as it. pleased. 
Lieutenant-Colonel W .Guinness asked a 
series of questions regarding the number 
of major-generals and brigadier-generals on 
the Army list. The answers showed that 
the numbers were greatly in excess of ihe 
numbers before the war, and that the de- 
mobilisation of these officers has not kept 
pace with that of the men. The House 
warmly cheered Lieutenant-Colonel Guin- 
ness when he suggested that the numbers 
might be considerably reduced. 

It is probable, but by no means certain, 
that the action of the Government in 
leaving the Premium Bonds question to 
the free vote of the House of Commons will 
result-in a resolution in favour of them 
being carried..

The delay in the conclusion of peace with 
Bulgaria is not very serious. On the other 
hand, the stagnation of our peace policy 
towards Turkey may be the cause of very 
grave results. Apparently there no 
prospect of a Turkish peace, although the 
armistice with Turkey was signed over a 
year ago. From the point of view of Great 
Britain a Turkish settlement. is of vital 
urgency. It must never be forgotten that 
we possess the greatest Mohammedan Em. 
pire in the world., Mr. Lloyd George 
blames America for the long delay; she 
will not accept the mandates for Armenia 
and. Constantinople. Be that as it may, 
the shifting of responsibility will not solve 
the problem. At present Turkey is in a 
state of chaos. The nominal Government 
is powerless and the Young Turks are 
supréme. They are busily engaged in the 
fomentation of unrest throughout Islam.

‘HISTORY IN POLITICS.” 
LORD ASKWITH AND 
LABOUR PROBLEMS. 
SPEECHES AT OPENING 
SESSION. 

The opening meeting of the one hundred and 


fiftieth session of the College Historical Society 
was held last evening in tlie Dining Hall, Trinity 


College, Dublin. The Right Hon. Sir John Ross, | 


Bart., President, occupied the chair. There 
was a large and representative attendance. 

Mr. E. A, Bennett, the Record Secretary, read 
the minutes of the last meeting, which were con- 
firmed. 

Candidates for membership having been pro- 
posed, :

The President then calied upon the Auditor, 
Mr. Brock, to deliver the inaugural address on 
“ History in Politics.” 

THE AUDITOR’S ADDRESS. 

The Auditom, (Mr. C. J, L. Brock), in 
the course of his address on “History 
in Politics,” reviewed at length the career of 
the College Historical Society since its first 
meeting in 1770. He pointed out the names 
of many notable Irishmen who had been among 
its members, such as Burke, Grattan, Curran, 
and Yelverton, and, at a later period, Butt, 
Davis, and Le Fanu. In its career the Society, 
hai many fights with the Board, and for a 
time had to live a percarious existence outside 
the College. In 1843 it was re-admitted, and 
since then its relations with the authorities had 
Proceeding, the Auditer 
said that one of the greatest functions of the 
College. Historica] was that, by en- 
couraging its members to study history and 
to apply it to modern problems, it discovered 
for them the great underlying principles which 
should be within the grasp oí every citizen 
who wished to serve the State: and by culti- 
vating in them, in addition, the gift of oratory, 
it fitted them to emulate those great men whom 
it had given in earlier days to the service of 
their country and their Empire. (Applause.) 
lt was with. the particular advantage that 
statesmen might derive from a knowledge of 
history that he wished to deal. History was 
so largely an account of States and their go- 
vernments that it was in the main a record 
of past politics; and the historical method, in 
all other sciences, was of the

On the other hand, the welfare of a State 
was endangereli as much by the extreme pro- 
gréssive as by the extreme reactionary. Pro- 
greés must he gradual.’ Thus the statesman 
was taught that there was a correct time for 


j every change in policy, and that his duty was 


to be sufficiently familiar with present condi- 
tiens to know whether or not the time for a 
given change had arrived. The next lesson that 
statesmen woukl learn from history wae that 
honesty is the best policy. Bad men dis- 
believed, ignórant men doubted, but history 
proved that, éven in politics, justice prevailed. 
In every sphere of politics men should lay aside 
all extravagant views, and. so far as was 
humanly possible, all prejudice and passions, 
and approach every problem in an attitude’ of 
reason and goodwill, In international politics, 
most of the urgent problems should find solu- 
tion! in the League of Nations, soon, it was to 
be hoped, to be made fully operative. (Ap-

Then when a 
recognition of the necessity for a settlement 
upon progressive lines, by legal means, had 
become «general, and when the three parties 
could meet together in a spirit of friendship 
strong towards each other, and very strong 
towards this coumtry, it would be seen 
how small were their real differences, and how 
great might be their mutual trust; and then 
agreement would soon be reached, alike 
satisfactory to them all. 

The main problem in social politics, now 
partly national, was the labour question. _ It 
had now extended to new demands for national. 
isation, and for a preponderating share in 
government, and in some cases for substituting 
direct economic action. for constitutional 
methods, Of all political problems, therefore, 
none was more complex, none was more diffi. 
cult to solve. After having been regarded as 
separate for over a hundred years, polities and 
economics had again become closely associated. 
Fortunately, however, history was here of great 
assistance to the statesman who understood its 
true principles; for political economy wee like 
politics, in that its laws werd simply the teach- 
ings of history, the results that the past had 
shown to be invariably produced by given sets 
of conditions. The number of workers avail- 
able in the labour merket was at present less 
than usual, owing to the large number of 
deaths in the war, to the abnormally large 
personnel of the present forces, and to the un- 
employment doles, which assisted idleness. 
Capital had decreased elso, but this fact was 
hidden by the ineréase in the currency. In con- 
sequence, labour appeared relatively scarce, and 
therefore unusually valuable. Moreover, with 
the perfection of the organisation of trade 
unions, the power of labour had imereased con- 
siderably ; and the consciousness of power which 
had been growing for the past decade was 
given a great impulse by the wer. Prices must 
be reduced not only for the sake of the 
workers, but also for those with fixed or reduced 
incomes, and in addition because they affected 
the foreign exchamge. The “ Proiiteering ' Act 
would do much, and for e& time rigid maximum 
prices must be enforced, while it ia of great 
importance that the ¢urrency should be reduced. 
A great deal might also be hoped for from 
appeals to patriotism. 

If the demands for imereased wages were 
natural, so were those for an increased share in 
government, * As class barriers were swept 
away in the process of evolution, the masses 
rose to the level of the govern®g class; and at 
some future time, when there should be no per.

It was really not at 
all clear that the movement of what was called 
civilisation had .tended towa the promotion, 
on the large seale, of human happiness. Were 
they apy happier than their forefathers? Were 
the dwellers in the slums of the great cities any 
happier than the, cave-dwellers of the pre-historic 
past? He did not know, fox.the truth wag 
that every new lusgury bred @ new hope, and 
evéry new hope created a new craving.

OBEDIENCE TO THE LAW.

He (Lord 
Killanin) assumed that everyone who was pre- 
sent im that hall knew his history, and that 
also, being Irishmen, they were all politicians 
of some sort. There were many sorts of 
politicians in Ireland to-day. 
only two parties, Unionists and Home Rulers, 
but now there were dozens-of sorts of Unionists 
and. Home Rulers, with the reswit that he 
had got a general impression that Unionists 
were not Umonists, and that Home Rulers were 
not Home Rulers. (Lavghter.) The object 
of the Auditor apparently was to improve 
politicians; in fact, thé Auditor seemed to 
think that they were capable of improvement. 
(Laughter.) In" an article which he had 
recently read Pelmanism was recommended to 
politicians, because it would give them self. 
confidence, and teach them how to climb. 
(Laughfer.) If there were any desdendanis of 
their arboreal ancestors “who knew how to 
climb, they surely were politicians. (Laughter.) 
Everyone recognised the feneral value of history 
as knowledge and culture, but history was un- 
trustworthy and changeable. Time-honoured 
heroes were sometimes dethroned, and the 
blackest villains in history were exalted. They 
should therefore beware in giving history a 
prominent place in the training of politicians, 
Did Germany's study: of history teach her her 
destiny? Rather did it not niislead her? They 
wanted their politicians to be men of char 
acter, men of faith, and men of courage. They 
wanted them to be guitled by ¢thical principles, 
for even in politics, right and wrong were en- 
titled to some consideration. To bis mind true 
political progress was the aypplicetion of ethical 
principles to new and complex ¢dvial ‘conditions. 
They were tod fond of lookimg back at other 
ages, and referring to them as golden and 
great. Was there ever a greater time, ever a 
greater crisis in the history of the world than 
existed at present? Ages in the past were 
golden and great, because the men of those days 
lived nobly and gloriously, and it was that 
which could make any age golden and great. 
(Applause.)

On a vote of 118 millions on account for Army 
services for the year ending March 31, 1920, 

Mr. H. W. Forster said that it wae his duty to 
ask the House to sanction a vote on account of 
Supplementary Estimates for the Army amount- 
ing to £118,000,000. The Secretary of State had 
explained the true meaning of the total amount 
of the vote, and he was interested to see in the 
papers next day that his right non. friend was 
supposed to have exercised soine magical in- 
fluetice on the House, which had Waken away 
from members that freedom of judgment which 
was the distinguishing characteristic of the 
British member cf Parliament. The main 
reason for the vote was the re-arrangement of 
dates for payments and receipts. Ht was not 
the result of any new policy. It was wholly mis- 
leading to represent the 118 millions as part of 
the total cost of thé Army. Notwithstanding 
the explanation of the figures, there was at!!! 
a disposition on the part of outside critics to 
harp on the enormous expenditure on the Army 
a year ‘after the armistice. There had been a 
characteristic explosion by Lord Fisher, who held 
yp his ‘hands with horror at the thought of 


4 spending 400 millions on the Army a year after 


the armistice; he asked what in the world were 
they doing. Quite briefly, thes were spending 
the money largely in getting rid of the Army. 
It was all very well for persone, distinguished 
or otherwise, te break out into diatribes of that 
kind, but they did not inform public opinion; 
they only misied it. It certainly should have 
been obvious to anyone holding a distinguished 
position, such as Lord Fisher, that they could 
not get rid of a great Army by a stroke of the 
pen or by strong Janguage. (Laughter, and 
cheers. )

President Wilson, from his sick bed, has tele- 
graphed to Mr. Coolidge, Republican Governor 
of Massachusetts, congratulating, him on his re- 
election, which the President terms a victory 
for “law and order” Government - officials 
declare that this is probably the first time in 
history that a President has congtatulated a 
candidate of the opposite political. party, and 
are of opinion. that ‘Governor Coolidge’s victory 
will encourage officials throughout the country 
in combating the Redical propaganda of 
disorder.

The Soviet Com- 
missioners cared neither for class nor sex. It 
was almost impossible to imagine that anyone 
in the House should defend such a system, 
(Cheers.) 
NECESSITY FOR HELP. 

We had given our friends in Russia guaran- 
tees, and the whole. question. was—-What. kind 
of assistance should we give them? We ought 
to continue in every material way to support 
the organisdtions which we bad brought into 
existence. It would be fatal, at the. moment 
when the atmosphere of Ruasian life and pa- 
tional existence looked to be clearing, that we 
should withdraw help. It would be fatal for 
this country also. (Hear, hear.) If they were 
so palsied in power, and in spirit, and in mind, 
that they could not undertake the burden, let 
them confess it, and let someone else do it. 
There were others who would be only too de- 
lighted to get the chance. Admiral Koltchak's 
Near Eastern neighbours would assist him out 
of his difficulties to-morrow if the Allies per: 
mitted it, The British Government should 
recognise Koltchak and his Government, he- 
cause he had wiven the Allies ample guarantees, 
He and his followers had absolute confidence 
in Great Britain, and had confidence in no other 
country. If, becaues of mere ignorant and 
uninformed clamour, the Government of a great 
Emgire like this, forgetful of the past, forgetful 
of the difieulty that desertion would involve, 
deserted them now, and turned those possible 
friends into potential enemies, they would do 
an injury, not merely to England, but to the 
world. (Loud and prelonged cheers.) 

Colonel Malone drew attention to the posi- 
tion of British prisoners in Russia, and urged 
that something should be done for them before 
the winter set in. The whole thing could b> 
settled in a few hours by a meeting between a 
Parlementaire and a Boviet official on the 
frontier. He complained of the ineinuation 
made that he went to Rusdia to earn a living. 
If the people of this country had seen what 
he had seen, they would not be so keen in Carry- 
ing on this bloody slaughter. He had discussed 
the question of peace with the leaders of the 
Soviet Government, and he believed that it was 
possible to arrange peace on terms aub- 
stantially the same as those. published. by Mx, 
Bullitt and his eolleagues. 

Sir Samuel Hoare said that he preferred the 
evidence of Colonel Ward to that of the iaat 
speaker ax to the condition of Russie. Mr. 
Churchill’s policy had been absolut@y right.

MR. CHURCHILL, 

Mr. Churchill said that the whole House had 
been profoundly impressed by tho apecch of the 
honourable and gallant member for Stoke. 
(Loud cheers.) People asked for & clear-cut 
policy in regard to Russia, but it wat a great 
deal easier to ask for it than it was to supply 
it. That wae beeaúse the problem of Bol- 
shevist Russia presented many features which 
were, absolutely unprecedented, All the other 
Great Powers of Burope and America had found 
the problem equally bewildering. Japan, alone, 
knew clearly what she wanted. Some people 
said: “Let Russia détew. in. her own juice.” 
That. was the one thing she would not do. 
Either Bolsheviet Russia would try to stew you 
in her juice, or else redctionary Russia would 
stew in German juice. (Hear, hear.) 
All our ectiona had been taken in coneert and 
in harmony with our Allies in the war. What 
was Russia? He disputed the title of the Bol. 
shevists to represent Russie. (Hear, hear.) 
There wae & Rusdia somewhere which, it it 
could be inveked, represented the real nation. 
His anxiety was that that thut nation, when it 
arose again as from the dead, should not arise 
as a foe of the Allies. (Cheers.) 

MR. ASQUITH AND DENIKIN. 

He was sorry to ete Mr. Asquith the other day 
describe General Denikin as an adventurer. The 
epithet was not well applied. Mr. Asquith also 
said that we had spent on Russia since the 
armistice £115,000,000. The actual figure was 
£94 000,000. and of this sim £47,000,000 was 
non-marketeble stores.

(Hear, héar\) We, in com- 
mon with other parties to the League of Na- 
tions, had. assumed responsibility for the pro- 
tection of the little States stretching from the 
Raltic to the Black Sea, but it waa Koltchak 
and Denikin who bad really ‘protected those 
States. We had retained, up to the present, a 
great friendly influence on Russia. We could 
use that influence to mitigate the feroeity of 
the confliet now raging, and to secure protection 
for the few. Should vietory erown the efforts 
that were new being made, we would use it to 
secure the establishment, aa far as wes in our 
power, of a broad democratic system of Go- 
vernment in Ruesia, avd to prevent Russia 
from throwing herself into German: hands, and 
making an arrangement with Germany, which, if 
it became -effective, would confront our chil- 
dren, anid possibly ourséives, with that black 
and deadly equipoise of power which plunged 
the world into destruction in August, 1914. 
(Cheers,)

THE VALUE OF ORTEL 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) | 
At the conelusion. of hostilities in November. 
of last year the Government had in its pos- 
session some seven / hundred million pounds’ 
worth of property of evory description, which 
immediately became “ aurplus to requiremenjs. 
These stores had been purchased by, and should 
have been treated as the property of. the taz- 
paye?, British and Irish. It might be supposed 
that the Government, in arranging for their dis- 
posal, would have seen to it that such of the 
stores as were available for private use should 
come into the hands of the taxpayer, now gfoan- 
ing under the double yoke of the tet, p 
and the “ profiteer, as Gheaply and expedí- 
tiously, and above all as directly, as possible. 
Absolutely nothing of the sort has been done. 
In order not to “ disturb the marketa,” to use 
the Government's own phrase, they ‘have sold in 
the largest possible bulk to mesufecturer, 
wholesaler, broker, and retailer—to anyone, in 
fast, who is in a position to make a profit out 
of the texpayer-consumer, with w the 
Government resolutely declines to do business, 
Strangely enough, in the lo isolated instance 
in which an attempt has m made to get 
Government stores into the hands of the. , 
not directly. indeed, but at a controlled profit to 
the capitalist purchaser—I refer to the sale of 
aeroplane linen to Mr. Leonard J. Martin—the 
arrangement provoked howls of indignation 
from the Press. 

For the rest, it is the pleasure of the “ pro- 
fiveer " to know that, so far as the Disposel 
Board is concerned, nothing is being done to 
lower his prices or diminish ‘his distended profits. 
It is the privilege of the taxpayer to pay 4 
look pleasant, and pass votes of confidence in 
the most munificent spendthrift that ever hood- 
winked a civilised people. Doubtless, Mr. Kell- 
away, if asked in the House of Comntons to 
explain these things, ‘would. point out that 
auctions of Government stores are open to the 
public, that anybody can buy Surplus, inspect 
the patterns at Oriel House, and communicate 
with the Disposal Board in respect to anything 
he wishes to buy. The answer is that not one 
man in a hundred has the time or money to 
enable him to attend auctions; that, if he did 
sitend, be would find. the stores that would be 
likely to interest him offered in much larger 
parcels than he could pessibly use; and that, if 
he did start bidding for a thousand pairs of 
hoots or fifty blankets, he would immediately be 
“aqueesed out" by the rings of professional 
dealers. 

As regards Surplus, beyond the die 
covery that the Disposal Board sells notbi 
less than fifty pairs or a hundred yards or hal 
a ton of anything the sverage man cannot 
make head or (ail of it. Aa to the patterns at 
Oriel House, the public simply do not know 
they are there, and, if they did; would only add 
to their annoyance by. discovering that the 
official in charge is not allowed to know or com- 
municate the prices which the Disposal Board is 
Asking, and cannot give any definite assurance 
that the stores are really for sale. If, finally, 
the would-be purchaser writes to the Disposal 
Board, they either do not answer his letters or 
write regretting that all the stores in question 
were sold several months before. So far as the 
writer can ascertain, no single manufacturee or 
member of the publie to whom the patterns at 
Oriel Houte’ havo been éxhibited has ever 
actually sucereded in buying anything., 

GENESIS OF THE BOARD. 

‘The genesia of the Ministry of Munitions Dis 
posal Board is mysterious. Ab the clore of 
hostilities there were in existence well-staffed 
purchasing departments of the Army, Navy, 
Ministry of Munitions, and Air Board. . ‘Those 
organisations had bought and inspected all the 
stores awaiting disposal, hed in many cases 
controlled and furnished the raw: materiale, and 
were. conversant with the markets. Their 
coatings departments had reduced the e#timat- 
ing of prices and profits to a high degree of 
accuracy. Nearly all the stores to be sold, 
moreover, were in the custody of officers with 
whom these purchasing departments were in 
close touch. Their purchasing function was now 
at an end, and they provided an ideal organisa- 
tion for the disposal of the Govermnent's 
surplue property. Why. instead of employmg 
them, the Government procended to. con}imre up, 
the Ministry of Munitions Disposal Board = 
one of those conundrums thet time bes no 
power to dolve, i 

Originaile there were a mere eighteen sections, 
to the Disposal Board, but by the power of 
simple fission which it shares with the lowest 
forma bf animal life. it has since proliferated 
into nO les than thirty-four sections and sub- 
sections, each with ite Controller, Depuiy-Con- 
troller, and God knows wha; lesser moons ahd 
satellites revolving “in ares of ‘ varying \iselem- 
ness About these central sume. Most of them 
mem to be retired colonels. One thing is 
certein——neither Army nor Navy has wanted or 
weleomed the Disposal Board, or has ever ex. 
perienced anything Wut deluy and obstruction at 
its hands. 


METHODS IN IRELAND. 

When the Disposal Board was establiched it 

made no special provision for general repre- 
sentation in Ireland, For political reasons, if 
for no other, thiá was a mistake. But il was a 
practical mistake also. as the Irish avietioncers 
who have been handling Government sales will 
testify, and has resulted in mueh confusion, 
delay, contradictery imetructions, puree 
monta, last-moment withdrawals, and the sale of 
much property other than to the best ad- 
vantage. One of the sdétions of the Disposal 
Board—that which deals with huts and build. 
ing materiafls—has ite own representative in 
Ireland, who has done good work ín ihe matter 
of procuring quick aales and good return. But 
it is obviously out of the question for every one 
of the thirty-four sections to have separate re- 
presentation in Ireland. On the other hand, 
it is equally clear that, unless gome official in 
Ireland is given complete liberty of action in 
the disposal of Government stores, sold in this 
country, there is no hope of the goneral public's 
being permitted to participate in the Feis 
which are expected to result from their disposal. 
There has lately been appointed a General Re- | 
presentative of the Ministry of Muniti ia 
ireland, but, as his functions involve rather 
general detection of the Disposal Board's maior 
fatuities than the direction of ite policies, he 
cannot, however able and energetic, mend 
niatters from the point of view of the Irish 
publie. 
From time immemorial it hea been the 
custom at. Irish auctions for the, purchaser .to 
pay the auctioheer’s commission—generally five 
per cent. The Disposal Board, however, anxious 
to introduce the blessings of civilisation to a 
rude and wunbusinesslike community, decided 
that at their auctions commissions should be paid 
out of the proceeds of the sales. Im vain every 
auctioncer in Ireland, every departmental repre- 
sentative in Ireland, assured the originators of 
this ‘proposal that it wae simply throwing away 
five mer cent. of the taxpayers’ movey—that 
exactly tho same bids would be received for the 
stores whether the purchasers paid the com- 
mission or vot. Their advice was ignored,
